A Striker Shot Dead at Eleventh and 
Hickory Streets.

Arrests Made To-Day—The Police Un-

~The Mob Very Aggressive—Turbu- 
lent Scenes on the Streets. 


As one of the big cars on the Union Depot Line 
was passing Eleventh and Hickory at 8:15 
p. m., a number of strikers endeavored to 
persuade the driver and conductor to leave the 
car. The car was carrying two policemen 
at the time, whose numbers were 120 and 131. 
One of the policemen struck at the strikers 
with his cane and then policeman No. 131 
pulled his pistol and shot at a striker 
who was running around the cars, The ball entered 
the back of his head, and he fell dead in the 


street. | 
Indefinite rumor was changed into reality last 


night. The storm of passion, only mutterings of 
which had been heard, brokeinto fury and began 
ite work of destruction, andthe spirit of violence 
dashed through the thin crust of control and moved 
the arm of madness and havoc-making. The strikers 
or their sympathizers, or both, began to cut their 
own throats. The first overt and determined acts 
of violence were committed yesterday afternoon. 
All day there were rumors and threats, but it was 
late in the afternoon before actual trouble com- 
meneed. The police were kept busy hurrying from 
point to point and guarding localities where difi- 
culty wae tinely to begin Gus first decided biow 
was struck on Seventh street, between Pine and 
Chestnut streets, shortly after five o'clock. A 
crowd surrounded a car, shouting rats,“ “scab,” 
“get off that cas“ and other such suggestive vo- 
marka A rourh member of the gang jumped on the 
car and choked and struck the driver. The horses 
were unhitched and the car was left standing on 
the track. Officer O'Grady arrested the man who 
did the slugging. An assault was made on the cars 
on Pine street next. Car No. 34 was stopped at 
Ninth and Pine, and the reins and traces were cut. 
her cars were stopped, the mules were unbitched 
and the cars thrown from the track. Six or 
eight ears were stopped and several drivers 
were hustied and punched. The Union Depot cars 
and the Mound City ears were stopped at Sixth 
street and. without teams or brakes, were sent 
crashing into each other down the incline to Eighth 
street uniil some fourteen or fifteen were wedged 
together. In an assault en one Mound City cara 
striker, named Dan Quirk, fell over the dash board 
and was run over and seriously injured. The boxes 
of the bobtaila were broken and the money taken. 
A squad of police arrived after the damage was 
done and restored partial quiet. Superintendent 
Scullin while attempting to richt a derailed car 
was struck in the neck and was knocxed down. 
His assailant was arrested and gave the name of 
James Vaughn. Frank Pf. Blair drove one car 
with the reins in one hand and a re- 
volver in the other. Bricks and 
other missiles were thrown and several people 
were struck. Mayor Francis and President Allen 
of the Council were on the ground attempting to 
restore order, but the mob was only partially dis- 
The street was not cleared of cars until 8 
o'clock. 

About 5 o'clock in the afternoon Con Kelleher, 
“Mike” Gillem and W. Beckman, drivers on 
the Green Line on Fourth street, were assaulted 
on Third and Convent streets by a gang of rougbs, 
and were badly beaten. Beckmaao had his skull 
fractured. 

A small riot also occurred on the Bellefontaine 
Line. between Franklin avenue and Morgan street. 
at 10:30 last night. A car was thrown from the 
trock, and was badiy damaged. A delay was 
caused, and the drivers and passengers were bt- 
eved off, but when Captain Huebier and a squad of 
police arrived the riot was over, and the cars were 
sent to the stables.

STRIKING CONDUCTORS AND DRIVERS. 

The conductor who had been assauite. was car- 
ried to the Four Oourts, where ne regained con- 
sciouspess. He was able to give onty a very con- 
fused acvount of the affair.

TWO CHOUTEAU AVENUE CARS WRECKED. 

Shortiy before neon to-day troube broke out 
almost simultaneousiy on the People's Line and on 
the Union Depot Linc. A gang of meu, whom the 
officers deciared were street car mea, as they 
recog wized their faces, started in to 
wreck the People’s Line at Fourta and Chouteau 
avenue. As pear as could be estimated before the 
crowd of spectators assembied there were tully 
thirty or forty men in the wreesing force. ‘The first 
assault was made on car No. 17, which was runn ng 
dewn town with a load of passengers. 
Tne men cai‘ed to the passengers to get out. Ser- 
eral jumped on the front platform, and, striking 
the driver two or three times, threw him off tbe 
car, slipped the pin out and started the horses ou a 
fullrun. Two or three others ,ave the conductor 
the same treatment. ihis was accomplished 
in brief space, and before the people knew what 
was up the car was lifted clear ana was tossed over 
on ons side, crosswise the two tracks, completely 
blocking the way. The men did not wait, but as 
soon as the car was on its side and the register had 
been smasned they rushed west on Chouteau avenue. 

AT EIGHTH STREET 

the gang met car No. I and put it through the same 
course of treatment with a liberal dose thrown in 
for the driver and conductor. The passeugers 
scarcely had time to get out before the car was va 
its side. The driver and conductor in botn in- 
stances siipped away as soon as they could get 
our of the clutches of the wreckers. 
Officers Chase and Datzman were on Fourth sireet 
and saw car No. 17 thrown over, but he men were 
gone before they reached the car. They went in 
pursuit and reached Eighth street just asthe other 
car was being wrecked. Officer Chase was 
cauglit by several] ring- eaders and was ned firniy 

so that he couid do nothing, so be says. Officer 
Datzman caught one of the men, and was struggling 
with bim, when he was struck back of the left ear 
by arock, He was knocked to his knees. and the 
man freed himself and escaped. The men 
started off west. At this moment Sergeant 
Landers with Office s Scully, Sullin, Treadway and 
Kari reached Cuouteau avenue in a patrol wagon 
and gave chase. They succeeded in capturing three 
of the Chouteau avenue gang and one of the 
Twelfth street gang under the Fourteenth street 
bridge. Superintendent Shea, passed the spotin 
his buggy a few minutes after the occurrence, and 
securing teams and men had the cars righied and 
driven to the stables. The street was packed by a 
howling mob, and it was fuliy half au hour belore 
it was cleared. 

THE CASS AVENUE LINE. 

At the Cass avenue stables, at Cass and Glasgow 
avenues, strikers and blue coats mingled with con- 
siderabie freedom at noon, as the few strikers in 
that vicinity were very orderly and confined them- 
séives to standing on the corners smoking and d.s- 
— the situation, Drivers and conductors 
were hired as fast as they expressed a desire, 
and without waiting for tbeir credentiais 
the company gave them a car and started them 
out. Not as many came forward as yester lay, the 
doings of last night having had a terrorizing effect 
on them. In fact, the events of the night caused 
the withdrawal of half a dozenecarse this morning 
from the rather limited number that rau yesterday. 
Recularty during Fair Wees twenty-four cars are 
run, but yesterday the highest figure reached was 
seventeen. During the eutire forenoon to-day tho 
greatest numder sent out was thirteen, and 
these only with an escort of 
police, one blue coat being en the front platform 
and several onthe rear. The company said they 
had no troubie with the strikers, but at the same 
time they refused to send outa single car unless it 
was proper y policed. In the company's office Mr. 
G. G. Gibson said that the new men were enduring 
some hardships. “Why, some of them are driven 
out of their boarding- mou ses, and they come to me 
saying they have to sneak through the alleys, not 
daring to leave be the front door, They say, We 
have to endure this, tnouch, as our families are in 
want, aod we must get some money.. 

A hostier stood in the stables as a Post-DispatcH 
reporter expatiated on the rest ihe stock was

“Rest?” said he, sarcastically. its anything but 
reat for em. The horses don't have to go out as 
ofien, but they have a tougher time, you bet.

About 1:3) Olo a mob gathered oo O'Fallon 
street near Eleventh street and stopped the 64 
ear of the Union Line that came west on O' Fallon 
street, orderi.g the driver and conductor off, whieb 
was promptly obeyed. The were given 
barely time to get off when the car was upset Dy 
the mov. The next six ears that came shared 
same fate. The police were soon on and 
the following persons were arrested: Hug MeMur- 
ray. Richard Keliy, Thomas Collins, Alfred 
Coilins Dawson and Charies Madison. They were 
brought to the Third jot Station, locked 8 
and charged with rioting. As @ result of th 
rioting nine cars in all were overturned 
on the Union Line, between Seventh 
and Fourteenth streets, three on Seventeenth street, 
and two on Fifteenth street. Iu ali cases the boxes 
of the bobtails which were thrown from the track 
were broken open and the money carried away. 
Several of the cars which were thrown from the 
tracks were manned y men, Ser- 
geant Shore and a (detail of 
men patroled the streets in the neighborh soon 
after the trouble occurred and in many cases the 
police were assauited with stones thrown by the 
crowd which was doing the wrecking. Sergeant 
Shore's squad made the arrests mentioned above. 
Tue scene in the neighvorhood of O'Fallon street, 
between Tenth and Fifteenth, was one of wild ex- 
eitement. Women hung out of all the 
windows of the houses before the wrecking 
sloutiag to the drivers as they went along, Get 
off those cars, you dirty curs and gabs, and hias- 
ing loudly. This was kept up during the wreck. 
The drivers who were removed from their cars, ran 
down the tracks and warned the men who were 
coming up the trecks not to go up 
O'Fallon street, or they would be _ killed. 
As a consequence, a blockade of care occurred on 
the Union Line on Sixth street, near Carr. After 
the trouble was over, these cars formed in a line and 
weat up through the crowd ina bunca. Thedriver 
of the first car. as he reached the now quiet mob, 
was induced by by-standers to leave his car, and, 
as a consequence, the car had to be pulled 
from the track. The other ‘five cars, however, 
proceede! on. followed by the jeers of the rioters. 
Sergeant Shore has cleared the street at 2:30 p. m..

Fall Term of the United States Supreme 
Court—Appointments. 
Wasnineaton, D. C., October 9.—The October 
term of the Supreme Court of the United States 
begins on next Wedaoesday. The docket now con- 
tains 1,040 cases, and others are coming in daily. 
The docket will probably number 1,300 cases before 
the end of the term. The court, by reason of its 

energetic work during the last four or five y 

Four hund 
and sixty cases were disposed of last year, at which 
rate, if continued, the last cases on 
the present docket will be adjudicated 
within three years. The judges are all in 
good health and there will probably bea full bench, 
as the opening eleven cases are assigned for argu- 
ment on toe 13th inst., and will be taken up 
scriatim as fast as possible. The most important
